Philadelphia, April 30.—An unfortunate 
accident to a deaf and dumb boy, Isador 
Baccus. was today directly responsible 
for the death of eight girls and young 
women, the fatal injury of three others 
and the ’serious injury of more than a 
ecore of girls employed in the cigar fac- 
tory of Harbuger, Homan & Co., a branch 
of thé American Tobacco Comp ty. locat- 
ed at Tenth street and Washington av- 
enue,

The building in which the disaster oc 

curred is a4 five-sity brick structure, 

and reaches an entire block. Twelve 

hundred persons were at work at the 

time, 90 per cent of whom were girls, 

whose ages range from 12 years upward. 

Ball of Twine the Cause. 

The trouble began on the fourth floor 
of the structure. Paccus, who was 
ganitor of the building, started for the 
fifth floor for a ball of twine. The ele- 
vator was at the top of the shaft and 
Baccus pulled the rope to bring it down. 
He opened the door leading tothe shaft 
a@nd leaned forward to see where the 
| As he did’so the elevator, 
which was descend&g slowly, struck him 
across the, back.of the neck, pinioning 
his head between the elevator and the 
floor. <A stock boy released Baccus and 
cried for help. 

The foreman rushed from the building 
to call an ambulance, and immediately 
there was a panic among the employees. 
Some of the younget git’s fainted, while 
others, not being able to control — 
feelings, cried fire. Instantly there was 
a mad rush for the stairway leading into 
Tenth street. The girls rushed down the 
marrow staircase until they reached a 
bend in the exit, between the second and 
third floors. In their eagerness to escape 
the frightened leaders fell. Others im- 
mediately following tripped over the 
struggling mass of humanity, and in less 
than a minute there were hundreds of 
children and young women struggling 
in the passageway. The shrieks and 
ecreams of the terror-stricken girls could 
Be heard for a block or more. 

During the excitement an alarm of fire 
was turned in, but before the engines 
could reach the’scene several of the oc- 
cupants of the building had rushed to 
the windows and jumped to the street, 4 
distance of over S30 feet. Helen Toloni, 
one of those to jump, was almost in- 
stantly killed. 

Girls Were Terrorized. 

When the firemen and policemen ar- 
rived every effort was made to quiet the 
terrorized girls. The firemen rushed up 
the stairway and begged the girls to oe 
calm, telling them that there was abso- 
lutely no danger, but the sight of the 
firemen seemed only to add fuel to the 
flame. While the policemen and firemen 
were endeavoring to quiet the girls on the 
stairway, ladders were being run up on 
the outside of the building and the em- 
ployees, who had climbed out on to the 
fire escapes and window ledges, were 
quickly taken to the street. 

After a few minutes the men were en- 
abled to check the awful crush on the 
stairway, and fhen began the work of 
rescuing those who had been trampled 
and crushed between the second and 
third floors. A cali for ambulances had 
been turned in, and as quickly as the 
dead and injured were carried from the 
building they were hurried to hospitals. 
The number of ambulances was entirely 
{nadequate, and patrol wagons were 
brought into use to carry the victims 

for treatment. 
o While this was going on the scene 
pbout. the structure. was heart-rending. 
fhe building is iccated in a section large- 
ly inhabited by Hebrews, many of whom 
were caught in the terrible crush. Parents 
gnd reilatixes of the unfortunate girls 
@ere screaming and rushing about the 
gtreets like mad, and it was almost 
impossible for the police officials to Fe- 
strain the mothers and relatives of sup- 
| victims from entering the building.

Some Interesting Figures Are Fur- 
nished’ by Father Sheedy. 


New York, April 30.—At the fourth an- 
nual meeting in this city of the May- 
nooth Asseciation of tne United states 
speaking on-the progress of the Cathorte 
church in the United States, Father 
Sheedy, of this city, said:

Outline of Measure To Be Recom- 
mended by Expert. 
Washington, April 30.—The committee 
of postark and treasury experts which: has

-tiona] postal currency ~ probably 
recommend to congress a measure calling 
for the establishment of a currency of 
adapted with improvements from 
the postal notes used in Canada, Greit 
Britain, Germany and France. This plan 
calls for books of fractional currency $$ ar- 
ranged in detachable coupon, from which 
are to be obtained from postoffices or 
rural free delivery carriers in amounts 
from 5 cents to $2.

Providence, R. 1., April 30.—An uniook-

REPUBLICANS HAVE REFUSED | 


TO USE GARDENER AS WITNESS 


‘yASHINGTON, April 30.—Mafor 
General MacArthur today gave 
further testimony before the sen- 

ate committee on the Philippines. He ex- 
plained his statement, made yesterday, 
that absolute chaos would result should 
independence be given the Filipinos and 
the United States forces be withdrawn, by 
saying the people of the Philippines, being 
less prepared for self-government and ad- 
ministration than any of the Latin-Ameri- 
can republics at the time of their emanci- 
pation from Spain, their own unaided ef- 
forts to accomplish  self-regeneration 
weuld in all probability prove abortive. 

The people of the Philippines, he said, 
have rudimentary ideas and. aspirations 
and are therefore fn an ésséftially plastic 
condition, which, under the tutionary con- 
trol of the United States would, in his 
opinion, admit of a rapid molding of the 
body politic into a consistent, self-sup- 
porting commonwealth. American with- 
drawal from the islands would, in his 
opinion, result in the permanent failure of 
republican institutions. in the east and a 
fratricidal war, which. would continue 
unti] suppressed by some exterior force. 

He gave it as his conscientious belief 
that the presence of the United States itn 
the Philippines is an unmitigated bene- 
faction to the Philippine people. 

“Do you mean the Philippine people who 
are left alive after they have been sub- 
jugated?’’ inquired Senator Patterson: 

General MacArthur declared that he did 
not mean that there has been any unusual 
“The 
destruction,”® said he, “is simply incident 
to War and, of course, embraces a very 
smal! percentage of the total population, 
which is dense.” 

“Thirty-three and a third per cent in 
one province,’’ remarked Senator Patter- 
son. 

Replying to this statement General Mac- 
Arthur informed Senator Patterson that 
if he preferred to believe that he ‘(Mac- 
Arthur) could not help it. 

General MacArthur described the dits-

The charge was made by the minority 
that the majority of the committee was 
endeavoring to suppress facts and infor- 
mation. This was denied by the chair- 
man of the committee, Mr. Lodge, who 
said that any such action would be in- 
conceivably stupid. The resolution final- 
ly went over until tomorrow.

During the discussion on the Patterson 
resolution Mr. Tillman indicated his be-

measure.” ¥ 

Mr. Lodge replied, laughingly, that he 
wished he could dragoon the senate into 
1s vote upon the measure, but Mr. Till- 
tnan knew he could do nothing of the 
kind. He believed it would be preposter- 
ous for the senate to wait upon a single 
witness. . 

“Of course,” said Mr. Tillman, “‘every- 
’ thing can go along leisurely if the Phil- 
ippine committee is to smother informa- 
tion.”’ 

Mr. Allison pointed out that nobody ob- 
fected to the testimony of Major Gar- 
fener.

In support of the, resolution Mr. Car- 
mack, of Tennessee, declared that the 
report made by Major Gardener was so 
startling and important that the secre- 
tary of war had endeavored to Keep it 
from the senate and from the American 
people. “He insisted rat unless the pro- 
posed resolutions were adopted Major 
Gardener surely would not get to Wash- 
ington before congress adjourned. 

Mr. Culberson, of Texas, explained that 
the minority of the Philippine committee 
especially desired Major Gardener’s tes- 
timony because his statements had been 
challenged by Governor Taft and General 
MacArthur. 

After making a brief review of the 
werk of the Philippine committee, Mr.

ANTI-BARROOM MEASURES 


Politician Calls Attention 
Willingham Bill and the

State Political Gossip. 


Sr features of the letter of Hon. 
Dupont Guerry, published yesterday in 
The Constitution, in reply to Hon. War- 
ner “Hill, campaign manager for Hon. J. 
M. Terrell, formed the subject of inter- 
esting discussion among politicians ‘at 
the capitol and in hotel lobbies. yester- 
day. : ! 

Particular reference was made to the 
Statement in Mr. Guerry’s card thas Hon. 
Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, had, on the floor 
of the house, made the statement that 
he was in favor of state prohibition to the 
extent of abolishing barrooms from the 
State. Referring to Mr. Hall and the 
reasons why he proposes to vote for him, 
Mr. Guerry made the following state- 
ment in his card, 

, ‘I voted for him at the last primary 
and shall do so again at the next pri- 
mary, and in doing go I shall vote as I 
pray and pray as I vote... «Mr. Hall does 
not go as far as I do on the prohibition 
question and I do go as far as he does 
On some other questions, but altogether 
his Views are more. dn accord with mine 
than were or. afe ‘those, of any other 
candidate for representative at the last 
or the approaching primary. 

“Mr. Hall has openly announced, on the 
floor of the house of representatives, ‘in 
favor of state prohibition to the extent 
of the abolition of barrooms by direct 
State legisiation. This Mr. Terrell has 
not done, though this question hag. been 
pressed upon him during the last month 
or s0, in-the~-public prints and other- 
wise.”’ 

“Mr. Hall may have made that state- 
ment ep the floor of: the house,’. re- 
marked a prominent Georgia politician 
yesterday referrirg to the feature of Mr. 
Guetry’s card quoted, “though I do not 
remember his having done so. I do know, 
however, and: the house journals will 
show that he voted agzcinst, practically 
every measure that has ever been. pro- 
posed for the avowed pyrpose of, abolish- 
ing barrooms from the. state. 

“I have recently, examined the house 
journals for the purpose of discovering 
just where Mr: Hall stood on those ques- 
tions, and I find that on.November 22, 
1899, he not only voted agagnst’ the Will- 
ingham bill, whose object was state pro- 
hibition and the abolishment of karrooms, 
but that before it came to its final pass- 
age lie voted against every améndment 
offered to the measure that was calcu- 
lated to modify its provjsions or make It 
more certain of becoming: a ‘law. * He 
even voted against the amendment which 
proposed to submit to the people the ques- 
tion of whether they wanted state.’ pro- 
hibition in accordance with the terms of 
the Willingham bill. It does not appear 
to me that this attitude is calculated 
to put him in the list of those who favor 
the abolishment of barrooms. 

“Coming down to the Wrigft dispen- 
sary bill, which was known in the legis- 
lature as the ‘anti-barroom’ bill, he went 
on record also «gs against that measure. 
This bill was passed by the house on 
Friday, November 8, 1901, and Mr. Hall, 
of Bibb, is recorded as having voted 
against it. 

“I am not criticising Mr. Hall's atti- 
measures. I have no 
doubt whatever that he voted, as I am 
satisfied he always does, in acd@rdance 
with his convictions. But it seems to 
me, taking his record into consideratia, 
that there is some inconsistency in putting 
him in the attitude of favoring th2 abol- 
ishment of barrooms for the state, when 
he has always voted against measures 
proposed in the legislature which had 
that object in yiew. 

“Then, again, he practically prefaced 
his speech at Pelham, following the 
speech of Mr. Guerry last August, with 
the statement that he was against pro- 
hibition. He said, jn effect, that he 
was an anti-prohibitionist,-and then went 
on to explain why, hewing those’ views, 
he was supporting Mr. Guerry for the 
governorship. Mr. Hall may be in favor 
of the abolishment of barrooms, but I 
would never judge so from what he has 
said nor from the way he nas voted when 
the liquor question has been presented 
in the general assembly.”

TAX RETURNS | MADE PUBLIC. 


Georgia Railway and a Electric Comzy/ 
pany Shows a Big Increase 
in Value. 

The tax returns of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company were made to 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright yes- 
‘terday. 

The returns of the company, which in- 
clude the valuation of all the street rail- 
ways and street railway property in the 
city, amount in total to $2,301,880. 

Comptroller General Wright stated yes- 
terday that he had not had time to ex- 
amine the returns in detail, but that 
they showed an increase of about $370,000 
over the combined returns of the Atlgnta 
Railway and Power Company and the At- 
lanta Rapid Transit Company made last 
year. 

This increase of $370,000 is accounted for 
in part by the fact that the electric 
light plant is included in the returns this 
year, whereas the return of that prop@- 
ty last year was made directly to the 
county tax receiver and to the city au- 
thorities. 

This year it is the property of the rail- 
way company, and has to go into the re- 
turns made to the comptroller general. 
Another reason for the increased retura 
is thet there has been an increase of 
about 5 miles in the.combined mileage 
of the two systems, 

President Pre{ton §. Arkwright stated 
last night that the total returns this 
year showed an increase of about $100,000 
over the combined returns of the two 
companies as made last year.

Mayor Mims wants the city marshal 

and the commissioner of public works ap- 
pointed by. the mayor instead of elected 
-+y the people, and he proposes to use 
every effort to bring these changes about. 

“J hope,” said the mayor yesterday, 
“that the charter revision committee will 
be able tf change the manner of electing 
these two officers before the next elec-’ 
tion. tea 

The mayor is heartily in accord with 
the idea of the charter commission to 
change the plan of electing these two of- 
ficers. , In fact, he says that if the com- 
mittee \does not take it up that he is 
going to urge it before them and see if 
they will not change the charter so that 
the,election of the city marshal and com- 
missioner of public works can not be tak- 
en out of the hands of the people. The 
mayor believes that these two officers 
should be appointed by the mayor, sub- 
ject to the confirmation by the council, 
instead of béing elected by the people at 
the polls, and he is going to try and 
have the charter changed so that that 
will be the case. 

The mayor said yesterday: “These 
two officers are two of the most impor- 
tant in the city government, but if they 
spend a gaod part of their. time election- 
eering how can they attend to the city’s 
work. As the'present law stands, the 
term of office is only two years, and it 
takes about half of that time to build up 
the fances. Quite naturally the offi- 
cers mentioned do not want to offend any 
one, and they are apt to let this inter- 
fer with their duty. They should not 
have to go before the people, but should 
be appointed by the mayor and confirmed 
by the council. [I intend to urge this 
point before the charter revision commit- 
tee an dsee if we cannot hve the char- 
ter changed in that respect.” 

Mayor Mims has taken especial interest 
in the two departments mentioned, and 
his observations have led him to the idea 
above. 

The charter revision committee’ will 
doubtless consgler the matter and posai- 
bly the change will be made.

COUNTY ROAD IMPROVEMENTS, 


Officials Schedule Work for Spring 
and Summer Amounting 
to $50,000. 


Grading, paving and other road work, 
amounging te approximately ~ $60,000, is to 
bé done on the public thoroughfares of 
Fulton county during the spring and sum- 
mer under direction of the public works 
committee of the board of county com- 
missioners. 

Much of the work is already in progress 
and plans have been made by the commit- 
tee, the accomplishment of which will 
keep the county convicts busy during the 
entire summer season. 

Three squads of convicts are now in 
service in regular work and in addition a 
repair squad is doing duty. 

Probably the most important improve- 
ment on the programme is the paving 
with asphalt of the streets about the 
court house and city hall, This work Is 
scheduled for June and will be pushed 
rapidly to completion. The total expense 
is to be borne jointly by the county and 
city. 

Other work in progress is on the Sand- 
town road from West End to Adamsville; 
on the Howell’s mill road from the water 
works basin to the 9-mile post, and on 
Spring and West Peachtree streets. All of 
this work consists of grading and ma- 
cadamizing. Spring street is being extend- 
ed the distance of a mile, -while West 
Peachtree is being improved from the city 
limits to the junction with Peachtree 
Street in the direction of Brookwood.

The complaint against Valentine is that 
he deserted his wife and two little girls 
in Minneapolis and left them without 
means of support. Under the laws of 
Minnesota this crime is held to be a 
felony. 

Valentine in presenting his case to Gov- 
ernor Candler stated that an effort was 
being made to carry him back to Minne- 
sota merely -because of a debt. He said 
that he Rad been unabije to earn a sup- 
port for his wife and children in Minne- 
apolis, and had come cere in order that 
he might better his circumstances. 

overnor Candler, aiter hearing the 
d@fails of the case, decided to honur the 
requisition because it was made out in 
conformity with the statute of Minne- 
sota, charging Valentine with deserting 
and failing to support his wife and chil- 
dren, this charge being a felony in that 
state.

Contempt Proceedings Issued by Jus- 
tice Bateman. 


OFFICERS \IGNORE WARRANT 


chert Made That Justices of the 
Peace Settle Felony Cases—Judge 
Bateriam, Denies—Recorder 
Broyles Disclaims Part 
in’ Controversy. 


As the result,of a difference of opinion 
as to the respective jurisdiction of the 
justice of the peace courts and the police 
court, Justice of the Peace J. N. Bate- 
man and the palice ‘have clashed. Yes- 
terday morning an order was issued by 
Judge Bateman, citing Detectives H. D. 
White, E. W. Walton @nd Patrick Camp- 
bell to show cause before him Saturday 
afternoon at 3:30 o’clock why they should 
-not be punished for contempt of court. 

The contempt prdceedings grew out 
of the refusal of the three officers Friday 
night tq turn over a prisoner to Bailff 
E. D. onnor for trial in Judge Bate- 
man's court. . Instead, the negro was 
given a hearing before Recorder Broyles 
Saturday and was bound over to the 
state courts. The justice claims that the 
detectives had no right to ignore the 
warrant and that the police court ex- 
ceeded its. jurisdiction in binding over 
the prisoner. 

The officers give as a reason for their 
refusal to deliver the prisoner to the 
bailiff that they were holding him on a 
city charge. Bailiff O’Connor states that 
Officer Waison also told him that the 
justice courts had been following the 
practice of settling felony cases and that 
the police did not intend to have that 
particular case settled. He says the de- 
tective stated that he knew the warrant 
for the negro was merely a pretext to 
effect a settlement. 

Judge Bateman’s Denial. 

Judge Bateman emphatically denies 
these charges. He states that there has 
never been a felony case settled in his 
court, and that such a charge is absurd: 
also, that, so far as he knows, there was 
no such motive behind the issuance of ths 
warrant. 

This state of affairs forms an interest- 
|} ing controversy and the outcome will be 
, watched with interest. Should the de- 
tectives be adjudged in contempt, their 
punishment would be imprisonment in 
jail for five hours and a fine of $5. This 
penalty is the Ifmit of a justice of the 
peace’s jurisdiction in such matters. 

Recorder Broyles was questioned in 
reference to the controversy, and strong- 
ly protested his innocence of being at 
war with anybody. 


Recorder Broyles Talks. 

‘T certainly am in no controversy;”’ 
| said he. “The fact is, it is too hot to get 
into a war just at present, and then, be- 
sides, I am 2 man of peace. I have not 
exceeded my jurisdiction in the case at 
issue and have never done so. The law 
gives me the power and it is my duty to 
bind over in cases where it develops that 
a state law has been violated. 

“The prisoner “came before 
charge of disorderly condyct, 
by the detectives, and the evidence 
showed that he had stolen a coW. I then 
proceeded to bitid Nim over, as was mv 
duty. I propose to conduct my court as I 
think proper, and... de not intend to dic- 
tate to any justice of.the peace how he 
shall conduct his court.’ 

The prisoner is Carson Hunter, colored, 
1 He was locked in the police station Fri- 
day, and a short‘time later a warrant 
was issued for him by Judge Bateman 
| on the affidavit of A. B. Cummings. The 
warrant involved the cow stealing case 
and charged larceny. It was placed in 
the hartds of Bailiff O’Connor for service. 
but when he reached the police: station 
he was refused the prisoner. He then 
left the warrant there and took his de- 
parture, Yesterday morning the con- 
tempt proceedings followed.

“New Orleans, April 29.—(Special.)— 
Commandant Jan Krige, claiming to be 
a Boer and an officer in the Boer army, 
came to New Orleans early in April and 
lectured on April 10 at Odd Fellows hall 
on “The American Mule.” giving a frun- 
ning account of fhe leading Boer officers, 
pncluding President Steyn, Goneral 
Dewet, Botha and others, with whon 
Krige was acquainted. The meeting wae 
well attended, there being 60 persons 
present; ex-Mayor John Fitzpatrick pre- 
sided. 

“Strong resolutions were adopted call- 
ing on the president to intervene in South 
Africa and break up the British camp 
in Chalmette. Commandant Krige de- 
clared that he had been captured by the 
British, but had escaped. 

“General Samuel Pearson, the Boer 
agent here sair that he knew nothing 
about Krige, and could Wave known 
nothing about him, but he did not mean 
to imply by this that he disbelieved his 
statements or that he had any 
reason to dovbt his stories here. Com- 
mandant Krige retiirned here after his 
lecture to defend himself if any charges 
were made against him as not being a 
Boer, but nane were made. 

‘General Pearson has declared that 
there are several British spies masquerad- 
ing in America ds Boers in order to get 
information, and, he mentions one he met 
in Néw Orleans.

Several passengers were in the coach.

No one was killed, although it seems as 
if by miracle only any were ‘saved from 
instant death. The coach is badly; 
wrecked,

the track.

Negro Is Lynched in Kentucky for 
Killing White Man. 

Brandenburg, Ky., April 30.—Ernest 
Dewley, a negro,- who shot and seriously 
wounded Harry Dowell, a young white 
man’ at Guston, about 7 miles from this 
place, was hanged by a mob at 2:30 
o'clock this morning and his body riddled 
with bullets. The mob took him from the 
jail. .

So Says Claud E. Chapman, 
Now in Toccoa Jail Charged 
With Bigamy. 


AGAINST FATHER’S WORD 
HE MARRIED GIRL THERE 


The Wedding Is Solemnized Soon Af- 
ter the Departure of a Woman 
Who Lived with Him, 
Claiming To Be His 
Wife. 


Tocco2, Ga., April 30.—‘Special.)—Claud 
E. Chapman, of Greenville, 8S. C., was 
today sent to the county jail to await 
the next term of the superior court of 
Habersham county, charged with big- 
amy. 

Chapman is a young man about 2 
vears of age, and first appeared in Toc- 
coa about one month ago as a fruit tree 
agent. Soon after he came here his wife 
appeared, and they spent two or three 
weeks together at a boarding house in 
the city. During this time, while Mrs. 
Chapman was still in Toccoa, Chapman 
was paying considerable attention to 
Miss GuSssie Lovell, the daughter of G. 
H. Lovell, of this place, 

For some reason Mrs. Chapman re- 
turned to South Carolina to Chapman’s 
father’s last Tuesday, April 23. On the 
same day Chapman requested of Mr. 
Lovell the hand of his daughter, Miss 
Gussie, in marriage. Mr. Lovell replied 
that he could not consent to the marriage 
until he could learn something of the 
man who desired to marry his daughter. 
Two days later, Thursday night, Chap- 
man procured license, went to the resi- 
dence of Rev. W. S. Whitmire, accompa- 
nied by Miss Lovell, and there the twala 
were made one, 

Chapman Is Arrested. 

They returned to Mr. Lovell’s, where 
they remained until the next morning. 
During the day Mr. Lovell heard that 
Chapman had introduced a ‘woman in 
Toccoa as his wife, and had lived with 
her here for several weeks. Ie at once 
had Chapman arrested. 

Mrs. Chapman No. 1 was notified that 
her husband was in scrious trouble in 
Georgia. She at omce came to see him, 
thinking that she could be of some he!p 
to him in his trouble. No one here knew 
whether they were really husband and 
wife. When Mrs. Chapman No. 1 arrived 
she met a very .cold reception at the 
hands of her husband. Finding that she 
would be the means of sending him to 
prison if she remained in Georgia, she 
made her visit very short. Eluding the 
officers, who were watching her, she re- 
| turned at once to Carolina, 

Mr. Lovell, withoug delay,-instituted a 
search for evidence of the South Caro- 
lina marriage. ‘this was no casy tasK, 
as in that state no record ot marriage is 
kept by the county authorities. After 
three days it was ascertained-that the 
) marriage ceremony was pertormed in 
Greenville county by Kev. J. P. Attaway, 
who is now stationed near Pickens. 

Mr. Attaway could not be reached in 
time to try Chapman before ‘the could de- 
mand a release. Mr. Attaway’s little 


' daughter, Bertha, 13 years oid, who wit- 


nessed the ceremony, which was a pri- 
vate one, Was induced to come to Georgia 
to furnish the evidence. She arrived here 
this morning, accompanied by her aunt, 
Miss Rosa Attaway, of Williamston, 5S. 
C. When Chapman found that sufficient 
evidence Was at hand he waived trial and 
Was sent to jail in default of bond. 
He Denies Marriage. 


Chapman has all along maintained his 
innocence, saying that, although he was 
living with Miss Julia Jacobs, wife No. 1, 
he was not married_to her. Chapman and 
Mrs. Chapman No, 1 are both of good 
family and are well Known in Greenville 
county, South Carolind. 

Chapman is a young man of prepossess- 
ing appearance and made a good impres- 
sion upon the people of this community. 
Hie dresses well and it now develops that 
he owns a considerable amount of prop- 
erty in South Carolina. Mrs. Chapman 
| No. 1 is a very modest woman, and while 
here with Chapman remained at her 
boarding house and it was not generally 
known that he had a wife with him. 

When asked if he did not know that he 
would get into trouble by marrying a sec- 
ond time, Chapman replied that he had 
lived in many states and had a different 
wife in every state in-which he had lived. 
but that no one would ever be able to se- 
cure evidence to convict him of bigamy. 

Miss Lovell, whose father is a man of 
very modest means, but @a highly respect- 
ed citizen, says that ;he will have nothing 
further to do with Chapman and that she 
wishes him to be punished.

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HE KILLS MAN-T0 SAVE SELF 


R. R. Jones, Prominent Morgan Coun- 
ty Farmer, Is Acquitted. 


CLEMONS HAD BEEN DRINKING 


Attempt To Pacify Him Causes Guns 
To Be Drawn, Jones Being 
the Quicker. 


Madiscn, Ga., April 30.—(Special.)—A 
shooting affray occurred in the upper part 
of this county late yesterday evening, 
which, on account of the prominence of 
the parties involved,-has created great 
excitement throughout this section. 

R. R. Jones, one of the most successful 
and extensive farmers of Morgan county, 
shot and killed *Net’’ Clemons, his farm 
manager. The facts as learned are as 


follows: 

Both Jones and Clemons have been sick 
for the past week, neither being able to 
attend to the!r farm duties. Yesterday 
morning Jones, who had somewhat re- 
covered, went out in his buggy. to super- 
intend his hands, leaving Clemons in 
bed at bis (Jones’) house. 

During Jones’ absence from home Clem- 
ors procured and drank three pints of 
whisky and became very mutch intox- 
icated. In this state he became wild and 
used some very harsh epithets against 
Mrs. Jones and her sister. 

When Jones returned from the fleld late 
yesterday evening he heard Clemons, who 
was still in the room he had occupied all 
day, cursing and swearing. He went up 
to the intoxicated man's room for the 
purpose, he states, of quieting and paci- 
fying him. Clemons was lying on the bed 
when Jones entered. Jones walked up to 
the fireplace, and leaning against the 
mantel asked Clemons what was the mat- 
ter, and why he was using such abusive 
language. 

Clemons Drew Pistol. 

Instead of replying, Clemons slipped his 
hand under the bed covering and drew 
out his pistol, full cocked. Quck as a 
flash Jones drew his own pistol and shot, 
the ball grazing Clemons’ temple. Clem- 
ons wheeled over on one side in order to 
get a better view of Jones, when Jones 
shot twice in succession, both balls pass- 
ing through Clemons’ head, killing him 
almost instantly, 

An inquest was held on. Clemons’ re- 
mains this evening, the jury bringing in a 
verdict of justifiable homicide and Jones 
is now free. 

The affair is deeply regretted here, as 
both parties were well known and had 
many friends throughout this section.

‘Secretary Shaw has done the south 
@ great service unless his right to be 
regarded as an authority is contested 
and denied. In his addess at Pita 
burg, on the birthday of General Grant, | 
he declared that war was “the couft of, 
last resort” to which the quéstion of 
the right of secession was appealed, 
and that the final decigion against that 
right was not rendered until the sur 
render of Lee’s army at Appomattox. 
Until then the United States of Amer- 
ica had been properly considered a fed- 
eration of sovereign states, and from 
the times of Jefferson had been spoken 
of in the plural number’ But since 
Shaw insists 
that the United States “is,” or, in oth- 
er words, that the United States is 
the 
right of secession can no longer be 
claimed by any one of the s.ates. 

It will be clearly seen that the sec- 
retary has enlightened history and, we 
hope, put an effectual: gag in the 
mouths of those men who have for 
forty years past denornced the south- 
ern people as anarchists, traitors and 
rebels. For, if the secretary is right, 
the question of secession was an en- 
tirely open one until the court of last 
resort, with General Grant as chief 
justice, rendered its decision at Appo- 
mattox. Clearly, then, none of those 
who participated in the argument in 
favor of the right of a state, or any 
number of states, to retire fronf the 
union could be logically or legally de 
nominated as traitors or rebels. They 
were defenders of one side of a moot- 
ed question of constitutional right that 


a had been left open from the beginning 


of the government. This is the posi- 
tion which all of the leaders of the 
south assumed at the time, and which 
every true southern man has defended 
until now and will defend until the end 
of the world! 

It is particularly ‘avatiteing to have 
this view so thoroughly corroborated 
by the distinguished statesmen who 
has come out of the west to occupy 
one of the most exalted places in the 
cabinet of President Roosevelt. If, 
during their service in company, the 
secretary can succeed in inducing the 
president to also take this view of the 
war between the states and so modify 
his heretofore denunciation of Jeffer-

Supreme Court Holds Combinations 
Restraining Trade Are Yold. 


DECISION IS FAR“ REACHING

The supreme court decide? yesterday 
in the famous Jacobs’ Pharmacy. Compa- 
ny against Brown & Allen-and others 
case, that. a combination. of dealers formed 
to. compel another dealer to sell goods 
at a seale of prices fixed by it is con- 
trary to public policy and void; and that 
the mémbers of such a. combination may 
be restrained by injunction from carry- 
ing such purpose {into effect. 4 

Another important feature of the de- 


cision is that the gourt declares the antl-, 


trust: law approved December 23,. 1896, 
is unconstitutional because jit exempts ag- 
ricultural products and live stock, and 
is, therefore, repugnant to ‘the four- 
feenth amendment to the constitution of 
the United States, which* declares that 
“No state shall deny to any person with- 
in its jurisdiction the equal protection of 
the laws.” . 

.An interesting feature of this case, the 
decision in which will prové-an impor- 
tant and far reaching one, is that the 
act under which tee suit was brought is 
declared unconstitutional, and at the 
same time the court’s decision on the 
main point at issue is in the plaintiff's 
favor. 

The decision is based entirely on com- 
mon law, and is greunded on public poli- 
cy. It means, in effect, that trusts or 
combirations in restraint of trade-may 
he proceeded against in the courts and 
injunctions sought to prevent the carry~- 
ing out of such purposes as are common- 
ly involved in such combjnations. 

The supreme court paid quite a compli- 
ment to Judge J. H. Lumpkin in deciding 
this case, in’ that it atlopted his decision 

ost in its entirety as its opinion. 
e sult was brought almost a.year 
go by the Jacobs’ Pharmacy Company 
to secure an injurmction against those com- 
posing the Atlanta Druggists’ Agsociation 
which, it was claimed, had written to 


stating that the Jacebs’ Pharmacy Com- 
pany was cutting rates, and that they 
would withdraw their patronage if these 
supply companies continued to sell Ja 
sobs. Jacobs brought sult for $50,000 
damages, and for injunction to prevent 


straininghis trade by this or any other 
acts, claiming that a conspiracy had been 
formed against him. 


The Court’s Opinion. 


Judge Lumpkin overruled the demurrer 
to the petition for injunction filed by the 
defendants, and the case was taken at 
once to the supremé court... The head; 
notes of the supréme: court's décision are 
concise and clear, and giva the full pur- 
port of. the court’s views. They are as 
follows: | ; 

"637. Brown & Alen et al v. Jacobs’ 
Pharmacy Company. Injunction. Be- 
fore Judge Lumpkin. Fulton superior 
court. ; " é 
“Fish, J.~—l. A comhination of mercane- 

tile dealers to compel anether dealer in 
similar goods to sell; at prices fixed by 
it, or, upon his refusal so,to do, to pre- 
vent those of whom its membefs are pur- 
chasing customers from selling goods to 
him, is, upon genefal legal principles, 
contrary to public policy and vojd; -and 
the members of such a combination may, 
collectively or individually, be by appro- 
priate injunction restrained from carrying 
into effect such purpose as that indicated 
above. 

“2. The act approved December 23, 1896 
(Acts 1896, p. 68), commonly known as the 
‘anti-trust act,’ is unconstitutional; as 
section 4 thereof, declaring that the pro- 
vision of the act ‘shall not apply to ag- 
ricultural products or live stock while in 
the posisession of the producer or raiser,’ 
makes the act repugnant to that provi- 
sion of the fourteenth amendment of the 
constitution of the Untted States which 
declares that ‘No state shail deny to any 
person within its jurisdiction the equal 
protection of the laws.” 

“8 There was no error in granting the 
injunction prayed for, save only as to one 
of the defendants; and the judgment ex- 
gepted to being as to all the others cor- 
rect, it wiil be affirmed, with appropriate 
directicen.
